THE FIRST U.S. gold auction was a 
. flop. Two million ounces represen- 
ting more than $300m, in hard cash 
were offered for sale last January. 
The reason given for the auction was 
to afford American citizens, who 
were at long last legally permitted to 
buy gold, the chance to acquire the 
precious metal at home. Purchasing 
gold on the European markets was 
costing the troubled American 
balance of payments badly-needed 
doliars. To everyone's surprise, es- 
pecially the Treasury people, only 
about a quarter of the gold offered 
was sold, almost exclusively to 
foreign buyers. And the price was 
significantly below the quotation at 
the time, 5 
‘The: French government decided 
to revalue their officiel reserves at 
$170 an ounce at the beginning of this 
year. By this act the French have ap- 
parently begun laying foundations 
for some sort of floor price for gold. 
The figure of $170 was reached by a 
formula whereby stocks are re- 
asseased every half-year on the basis 
of market prices during preceding 
months. In fact the market price 
never fell more than $10 below the 
price fixed by the French treasury. 
(Whether this was due to interven- 
tion by the French authorities on the 
open market is anyone's guess. 
Although it was widely believed

LONDON. — 
“A NECESSARY SUMMING- 
up of the political outcome of 
the Second World War,” was 
Leonid Brezhnev's modest defi- 
nition of the main achievement 
of the European Security 
Conference in Helsinki. In so far 
as the jamboree of 35 nations 
recognized the status quo in 
Eastern and Central Europe es- 
tablished by Russian arms in the 
interest of Russian power, I sup- 
pose it was fair enough to call 
this a summing-up of 8 political 
outcome. But necessary? 

Certainly far from necessary 
to anybody else except the 
Russians. That it seemed very 
necessary to the Soviet leader 
we know from the way he has 
gone on about it for so many 
years. But one still has to ask 
why the leader of one of the 
greatest powers in the world 
found it at aj] necessary to 
devote so much time and energy 
in the realization of a rather 
childish get-together, which 
neither increased the security of 
the Soviet Union (or anybody 
else), nor added a millimetre to 
its real stature. 

Russian motivations are 
always complicated and usually 
obscure. Historians still argue 
about the true intentions of 
Nicholas I towards Turkey on 
the eve of the Crimean War. Not 
all the secrets of all the archives 
yield up a firm answer — and 
one good reason, it seems to me, 
is that Nicholas himself did not 
know what his own intentions 
were from one week to the next. 

We are similarly in the dark 
about what went on in the mind 
of hig grandson, Nicholas I, 
when, in 1898, he startled an un- 
believing world by demanding 2 
grand disarmament conference 
(the forerunner of all others). He 
got his conference — at The 
Hague. Nothing was done about 
disarmament, of course, but cer- 
tain rules for the conduct of war 
came out of it. Some historians 
insist that Nicholas was moved 
by genuine idealism in the spirit 
of the old Holy Alliance.

MOST PEOPLE will naturally 
sympathize with a man who for

"s leading daily “.Α] 
Ahram" and a brilliant jour- 
nalist, has always been much 
more than a writer with a clear 
view of the world. But since 
March 1974 he has found it 
almost impossible to express his 
views publicly on current issues 
though he has set down some of 
his ideas, in a rather fragmen- 
tary way, in two books he has 
since published — one on the 
Yom Kippur War and the other 
consisting of long conversations 
on Nasser and Nasserism as 
recorded in a dialogue with a 
Lebanese journalist. 

Heykal has now staged a come- 
back of sorts. He is now to con- 
tribute a monthly article to the 
Beirut daily “A! Anwar."' The 
first article, which appeared in 
the last week of July, turns out to 
be a four-part affair devoted 
mostly to yet another appraisal 
of his long-time friend and hero, 
the late Gamal Abdul Nasser. 
But Heykai's personal plight as 
8 journalist living in a country 
whose press is virtually owned 
and controlled by the powers- 


equipping her army: with new 
guns which Russia could not 
match.

cr dae has a way with words 
and manages to say a great 
deal about his career and the cir- 
cumstances in which he now 
finds himself.

Certainly they are all-powerful 
in Eastern and central Europe: 
nobody is going to drive them out 
and they know it. But what is

It is all very well for them to 
tell themselves that they exer- 
cise no power other than their 
strong right arm upon which all

“It may well be that Iam not 
barred from publishing in 
Egypt, but it is better, at this 
stage at least, that I should write 
from outside Egypt. As I once 
said, my life is still in Egypt, and 
80 are my work and my grave. 
However, there is no harm in my 
publishing my writings abroad, 
since this will save others as well 
as myself from embarrassment, 
This is especiatiy so because I 
want to be a committed writer... 
And a writer, as I said many 
years .ago, can be committed 
only within his own convic- 
tions.”
